SCOPE'S recent announcement concerning seating price reduc 
tions in soma of the leading theatres in the City, represents a signi 
ficant student achievement. The Committee has arranged, for spe 
cial student rates with the Montreal Symphony, Her Majesty's The- 
atre, The Monument National, and the Montreal Repertory Theatre 
among others. 

The SCOPE (the letters have no significance) Committee was 
established in 1951 in order to "provide a program which unlike, many 
activities, would not compete with the student's work but would 
complement it." This is a noble purpose. SCOPE has achieved it 
in no small measure. 

In the past the Committee has arranged for guest artistes in 
many cultural fields to appear on the campus for the benefit of 
students. Its latest program advances one step further. It at- 
tempts, to foster student participation in cultural activities out- 
side the Campus. 

The program represents an investment for the professional com- 
panies concerned with the price reductions. By encouraging part- 
icipation on the student level now, they hope to establish a regular 
audience in the future. Their participation, then, is not wholly mo- 
tivated by charity, and in order thar SCOPE may continue in its 
■ work, it is necessary that students take an active interest. A large 
student response would almost automatically mean an expansion of 
the privileges now offered.

Could 
it be that the London, Ontario 
campus feels involved in its re- 
presentative publication?

The air of private property 
which surrounds such cultural or- 
gans as SCOPE or FORGE is 
enough to keep any student at a 
distance.. If the McGill student 
body isn't qualified, or intelligent 
enough to be consulted on matters 
like programmes for SCOPE, or 
matters of policy for FORGE,

gans? Efficient administration is 
very commendable in a huge cor- 
poration.

The students 
of McGill should be required to 
render judgments, to offer sugge- 
stions, to make decisions.

This summer I iwas working in a linoleum factory and one of my 
good friends was a student- from Loyola who drank Pepsi Cola with 
me during the morning and afternoon "breaks" when we were allow- 
ed out of our miserably hot curing cell3. He took a rather dim view of 
McGill people, having worked for the Loyola paper on a job which 
forced him to glance occasionally at <t>he McGill Daily. It seems we 
gave him the impression of Ibeing too unorthodox, an impression 
which, sadly, I could do nothing to rectify. Perhaps his view was a 
bit exaggerated for there are certainly McGill students who would be 
a joy to tho faculty of Loyola, however, the density of unorthodox peo- 
ple at iMcGill is high enough to cause comment. 
McGiU's Unorthodox; 



It is easy to see. how this 
comes about. Gather together 
the young intellectual cream of 
many ethnic and cultural groups, 
expose them to a storehouse 
of knowledge and you are bound 
to cause a reaction between stud- 
ent and professor, student and 
book, student and student that 
creates new regroupings of 
ideas, experiences, facts, ways 
of thinking, et cetera. Some of 
the freshmen are already intel- 
lectually inert before they reach 
university, but many aren't and 
these latter in time form the ra- 
dical elite which universities so 
notoriously harbor. The fact 
that McGill gives courses over 
such' a wide field of man's her- 
itage and is open to such a di- 
verse batch of kids inevitably 
makes it a breeding ground for 
the unorthodox. 

Chances of Survival 
And that is why I think west- 
ern civilization, miserable and im- 
moral as it is, has a chance to 
survive where all of man's other 
civilizations collapsed. Social in- 
ertia has been a big killer. Once 
a culture begins to develop mo- 
mentum in one direction, only for- 
midable forces can swerve it, how- 
ever, a survivor type pivilization 
cannot be uni-dircctional because 
time constantly presents it with 
new problems to solve. It must 
swerve or die. But to swerve it 
must be capable of generating 
within itself forces opposed to the 
social inertia and of an equiva- 
lent magnitude. So far as I know, 
the solo institution which man has 
ever evolved that can create such 
forces is tho university. Already 
our universities have caused nn in- 
credible change of cultural direct- 
ion, nnd tho present rate of chnn- 
ge is so great that no two conse- 
cutive generations in human hi- 
story have been farther apart 
than us nnd our parents. So also 
will it be with our children. 
Radicals 
Where our parents where ra- 
dical in a linear sense — right 
or left — wo have developed a 
multi-dimensional radicallity that 
tends to think of the right, left, 
and dead center as its reactionary 
base. The burning issuo of our pa- 
rents, the great socialism-capital- 



ism debate, is passe in today's uni- 
versity, not because youth is more 
conservative, but because we are 
digging into stuff more fundamen- 
tal to the problems of our civi- 
lization than economics. We smile 
at our LPP'ers and our CCF'ers. 
They are our active reactionaries, 
snd cases bom twenty years -too 
late. They lack the mental flexi- * 
bllity to learn new thought pat- 
terns and assimilate the latest re- 
search material, they lack the self 
doubt, the ruthless self criticism, 
the humility that is required of 
every kind before he is allowed 
to enter the folds of the present 
day radical elite. Worst of all 
they lack the knowledge that 
every theory, every way of life, 
every philosophy breaks down ^i 
some way after enough analysis; 
they haven't got the guts to try 
to tear apart their own theories. 
•But just the same they are "the 
wave of the future", they know 
all tlu: answers, they can solve the 
problems of the universe over a 
cup of Union coffee. Every ge- 
neration has had its abortions, I . 
.suppose. 

Greatest Motivation «' 
The greatest single motiva- 
tion, I think, that can be found 
in today's young unorthodox is 
the haunting sense of their 
parents' failure in the big time. 
It is obvious to us that our ci- 
vilization has been walking into 
the 20th Century with two left 
feet and still is in spite of the 
older generation's bumbling ef- 
forts. The whole of western 
heritage doesn't seem to hold a 
solution. We youngsters are go- 
ing to have to add something 
that has been missing and sub- 
tract something that should not 
be there. What these will be, I 
don't know. Union coffee doesn't 
have the same euphoric effect on 
my brains as it docs on the 
brains of our bright eyed com- 
munists. I do know that if we 
fail, our civilization will be 
placed that much closer to dis- 
aster. And it will be easy to- 
fail. Our parents failed and 
they were not exactly fools. 

University All-Important 
Whatever saves our civilization, 
if it is saved, will ultimately de- 
pend upon tho university, for the

Coach Larry Sullivan said before the football season started that 
the Redmcn might not come in first in the' league standings but that 
McGill -would have a contending team this year. Within two years, 
he -went on to say, iMcGill will bo recognized once again as a football 
power in Intercollegiate play. 

The first prediction seemed a little far-fetched at the time. "Who 
were the I ted m en going to beat?", one asked. Toronto had won the 
championship the year before and were even stronger this year ac- 
cording to coach Bob Maaterson. Queens had the strongest team they 
have fielded since pre-war days. Johnny Metras over in Western 
blandly announced that this was the greatest Mustang team he ever 
coached. 

The Redmen started off the year as if they believed everything 
written about their opponents <was true. But the second half of the 
season ihas aeon a complete reverse in McGill's play. McGill may not 
make the playoffs this year but as the regular season enters Its final 
week the Redmen are the best team in the league. 

This upturn in the football fortunes or the Kedmen has been 
most heartening. Two people must be given credit for work well done 
in this cause. When Larry Sullivan took over as head football coach 
from Vic Obeck McGill got a coach who was more interested in the 
welfare of his team than in personal- publicity. Words were replac- 
ed by action. In contrast to former days when quotes, predictions, 
and excuses flowed freely from the football coaches office, Sullivan 
spent his time going over the movies of the games instead of alibiing 
when his team lost. 

Harry Griff iths formed the second link in this chain when he took 
over as Athletics 'Director earlier this year. Griffith's outlook on the 
football situation here was more realistic than that of his predecessor. 
He backed *up Sullivan on his plan for revamping the Redmen and 
unlike others who had proceeded him spent less time telling his trou- 
bles to the men of the press and more time in an active effort to solve 
them. 

These two consecutive victories by the Redmen' have worked 
wonders for spirit on the campus. People on the campus ore eagerly 
discussing McGill's playoff chances and the fine showing made by the 
Redmen in this Jast half of the season. 

From the standpoint of the Redmen, it was rather unfortunate 
.. to sec Queens topple Toronto. This means the McGill will have to 
beat the Gaels, a feat which will give them considerable trouble, and 
must count on "the best" team Johnny Metras ever coached to win its 
first gnme of the year if the Redmen arc to make the playoffs. 

Spirits on the McGill team itself are also rising with every game. 
Typifying this spirit is Buster Brown the ex-Hamilton Tiger-Cat. 
Brown came to McGill last year and served as line coach on the Red- 




men. A new league ruling made Jiinveligible to play this year. Des- 
pite a broken hand which would have put most players out for the 
season, Brown practised regularly with the Redmen. After sitting 
out the first league game, Brown got into college action and play- 
ed with enthusiasm belying the years he spent in >the pro ranks. 

Larry Sullivan said before the season started that nothing would 
give Brown a bigger thrill than to go down to London and mop up 
the field with the Mustangs. Last Saturday, -Brown and the rest of 
. the McGill team got their wish. The Mustangs haven't had thirty- 
five points scored against them in many years, least of all by a Mc- 
Gill team.
